The information of the presence of dacoils ui the jungle 
near village Kftarinau, Police Station Banda, on the 8lh 
January, 1979, gave the Supdt, of Police Sagai, an opportu¬ 
nity to close on them, A small team oi ofliceis and men 
placed themselves at tne^yfflnge and finalised a scheme to 
encircle the house w here The gang was expected to have food 
on the night oi the 9th January, 1979, Shri Ram Milan 
Srivafltava, Deputy Superintendent of Police led the first 
Police party. At the signal from the Supdt. h of Police the 
force was split into three parties. Shri Ram Milan Srivastava, 
was in the raiding party. Once the sentries of the gang were 
inned down by the return, of fire from the police, the 
updt. of Police rushed to the other side to ensure that his 
men effectively blocked any escape from the rear side. Shri 
Kam Milan Sriv.wtava, encouraged his men in the raiding 
party to lire with determination. Ho dnected his party to 
block the fioni c'.cape route In heavy filing. The lobbing 
of grenades from the i oof Top made the dacoits rush out 
firing indiscriminately on the pohee.

In a desperate second all erupt lo scale the roof and escape 
from there, the daunts tired on the balcony whefe Shri 
Raghav Bhushnn had his position, bliri Bhqshan with his 
men repelled the fire and did not allow the dacoits to escape.

On the 2nd March* 1983, Police Sub-Inspector, Fattesmgh 
Sohanrao Gaikwad, plead Constable D, I- Rpdkar, and PoliCb 
Naik D. D, Pawar of Crime Branch, CID, Greater Bombay 
had gone to Bhiwandi to trace a notorious dacoit Scyed 
Kallu who was involved in a dacoity case. The Police Patty 
was in plain clothes and were using a private Motor Car to 
avoid easy identification. The dacoit was not traced at 
Bhiwandi. While returning Shri Garkwad noticed one des¬ 
perado Muktyar Ahmed JLakdawala coming in a Japanese 
made “YAHMA 1 motor cycle with a pill on rider from the 
opposite direction. He was responsible for the robberies in 
which a motor car owner waiting at Marine Drive was thiown 
out of his car at the point of knife and after robbing all his 
belongings the car was taken away by force. On the snipe 
day the culpnt robbed a businessman by snatching R$. 32,000, 
On seeing Muktyar Ahmed, Sub-Inspector Gaikwad turned 
his vehicle and tried to stop the desparado by holding the 
motor cycle. The robber picked up high speed. The Sub- 
Inspector Gaikwad tried to corner him at a great risk. He 
jumped out of the moving cor to grapple with him. On 
seeing Sun-T aspect or Gaikwad catching him, Muktyar Ahmed 
pulled out a Italian make revolver and tried to fire at Sub- 
Inspector Gaikwad. However, the Sub-Inspector snatched 
the revolver from his hand before he could press the trigger.

4. It shall periodically review the performative of the 
Zone and take all policy decisions relating to the 
zone. The Authority shall meet at leas* once m 
six months. 

5. The Authority may constitute any committee or 
committees and may coopt any member to its com¬ 
mittee or Committees in its discretion for discharge g 
its functions, 

6. Hie Authority may xevlev; from time to time steps 
taken to implement the project and working of the 
Cochin Export Processing Zone and may give suJi 
directions as it may deem fit for the smooth function¬ 
ing and proper ghowlh of the zones, 

7. The Authority will take decisions on fiscal and other 
concessions required to attract the right type rt 
entrepreneurs to the zone lor quickening its pace ci 
development. The Authority will keep in view con¬ 
cessions available in other successful Free Trade 
Zones^ in the world and strive to give comparative 
facilities for Cochin Export Processing Zone, It 
shall, within the framework of the General Policy 
for Imports and Exports authorise the sale of a 
prescribed proportion of finished products in the 
domestic tariff area, or such terms and conditions 
as may be specified by it. 

8. The Authority will decide upon all policy issues 
regarding CEPZ which will be referred to it by the 
Cochin EPZ Board from lime to time. 


9. The Authority will make recommendations on policy 
matters and all other mallets to the Government of 
India or to the Government or Kerala on all 
issues it considers essential in order to ensure rapid 
development of Cochin Export Processing Zone.

(b) it is convinced that the continuance of the enter¬ 
prise based upon the approval would be- prejudicial 
to the overall development of the Zone; the state 
or the country; 

(c) the zone enterprise is convicted of an offence under 
the provisions of any m force. 

Before suspending or revoking an approval the Beard 
shall give a reasonable opportunity to the zone enter¬ 
prise whose approval te proposed to be suspended fcr 
revoked, of being heard and shewing cause against such 
action. 
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4, The Board shall take decisions on all applications for 
setting up industries in CEP2, including cases for the small 
scale and medium scale sector. Only those cases where 
industrial licence has to be issued by Ministry of Indus- 
fries, will be referred to the Industries Ministry for issuing 
industrial .licence, In such cascs^ the Board will issue Letter 
of Intent only. In all the Other cases, the Board will issue 
Letter of Approval and industrial licence subject to the 
powers delegated under the IDR Act, 1951, from time to 
Lime. 

5, The Board will take decision on all applications for 
import ajf capital goods into the zone and without any 
monetary limit. 

6* The Board will take decisions on the terms and condi¬ 
tion^ of fmeiga collaboration of applications made. 

7, The Board shall take decisions from time to time on 
the permissible jxmeentage of waste, scrap, bye-products and 
sub-standard goods of zone units which may be disposed off 
by them in the Domestic Tariff Area or within tbe Zone in 
the mnwiei prescribed by the Board,
